Hew Certain HEaming'' Oame to Grisf—
The Great Necessity for a Newaboys'
flome in Philadelphia.

For two or three days pust the familiar faces
of five members of the jgnoble race of Gamins
have been miesed by the persons frequenting the
ni'hboﬂmod of Third and Chemmut  sireels,
The names of these quaint specimens of!:ullalnlly
are Patrick Haggerty, alias ‘‘Bum;" Jamos
Malone, alias ‘“Mous,” allas *‘Bologny ;" Charles
Yiereck, alins “Whitey;" Willinm Bherry; and
Thomas Lensbao, altus ‘Naller.” They are all
true and yveritable specimens of that numerons
elass of boys of whom Vietor Hugo's *"Litile
Gavroche” is ibe type, who have been east upon
the world at un early age, und forced to gain s
mosl preearions livelihoud upon the streets; who
seldom venture near the nbodes of thelr snces.
tore; who eat and drink and sleep wherever
and whenever the demands of pature prompt
shem to seck food aud rest, and whose varylog
fortunee preaent a sad commentnry ypon the
fickleness of fortune. Thelr only visible menns
of support conslsts in blacking boots and erying
newrpapers, from which pursuits they ware
gnabled to Hve in & manner which is involved in
wystery to ull save themselves,

But, despite the barsliness of {helr lot, they
are extremely cheerful, having been tuneht the
great lesson of bearing up under the illa ol life
in the most thorough and eifective of nll
schools—that ol adyversity, To =ee thelr habitnal
smile and bhear thelr abwmost voimiliog lnugh,
one would think that “the hnes ave fullen unto
them in pleasant places," that they kuow naught
of the paongs of hunger, und bad pever felt he
chill ot poyerty in their bones. [o truth, so
oxceedingly cheerful 18 their disposition, thnt
they arce sometines brought 1o grelthrongh the
very exuberance of thewr anlmal epirits,

Such was the moving cause which led to the
disappearance of * Bum"” and “Moons" pod the
olher three who have taken Jeave ol their
favorite haunt for a time.  They find the strects
somewhat dull of a Bunday., Newspapors are
not in great demand, and the pussers-by have
the briglitest of polish on {heir boots, Bo these
five have been accustomed to disport themselyos
in a yariety of ways, clilef and most popular
among which have bean two pasiimes with the
enrids, known, in tbhe unintelligible pafoisot the
sirects, a8 “'poke” and “uose 'em,” *‘Poke” is
allied 1o the thhlv respectuble game ol poker
but “nose 'om' s a trick which & known n!ui
practized nmong the goming aloue, When the
company ol rageed urchuns are seated aboul o
bouid or table, or Hat upon the ground, the
cirds undergo varioos shufthings sond manipul a-
Hous, and then ench ore makes & count of the
strengib of his hand, and wos be uoto bim who
holds the wenkest enrde.  For stralghtway
the clenchen fists of his pariners are levelled at
his llll()lll.'l..'llllllig noss, nod the operation 15 ofren
repented until the blood stremms down his
mangled face. [If, however, the company con-
siats of & greater number thun four, the one who
holds the highest hand ulone eujoys the privi-
lege of battering the noee of him who tolas the
towest, ¥t being coosidered, in the world of
qaming, that a blow frem mwore than three
different fists Is 100 griat o penally for an in-
voluntary lack of fortune,

On 1he Sunday precediog the last, the above
enumerated niching repeated an indiseretion of
which they bad often been gailty in the pust,
that of breaking into the cellay of acertaln

riuting office on Third etreet, apd there cngag-
ng in their favorite sporie. A< it was not
deemed expedient to leave the door by which
they bad galned entruuce open, they would have

fregquenily heppens :llml they dre stimalated to
an amount of ex«rtion which eoables them to
deposit & full dollar every day in the week,
| Another apartment 15 fitted upas o gymnasinm,

where the fomates of \he estnblishment are pers

mitted to take healthiul exerclee at all tinies,
unid capecinlly on rainy evemngs.  Biill another
rcom i fitted up ns & dormitory, ench boy
buving s geparnte cot to bimscll, These co =
are made of iron, one above another; and they
are all farnrhed with comfortable bedding, and
with suflicient covering for the most Incléement

wealher. i

To this comfortable Christian bhome the news
boys repsir every evening abont 6 o'cleck, They

\ ure required, firet of ull, to go through a scour:
ing process o the washing-1oom, and are not
ndmittad to the supper table unttl they hiave re.
moved f1om theie bauds and tnees all traces of
tho street.  The lood (s substantinl and heslth-
ful, but it {2 given for a mere pittance, Supper
over, the evening is paased in the school-room

| or gymnasimm, and st an early hour the whole
[ troop of urchins are marshalled loto the dorm|-
tory. At g uniform bour sl are nwakened, anl
after a hearty breakfust they are again turnad
into the street to pursue thelr favorite enllings

The following 18 4 summary of the operations
of “The Chiloren’s Ala Soclety,” of New York,
for the year ending February 1, 1867:—

There were under the eare ol the Soclety thir-
teen industral achools, numbering 2258 pupils,
in different sections of the ety & girls' lodging
house, in which 1357 were provided with meals
and lodgivg duriog the year, 267 of the number
hoving been furnlshied with comfortable situa-
tlone; a boss' lodging house in the Eleventh
Ward, In which A27 hifferent boys were cared
for during the yesr; n “lefuge for Homeless
Children,” at the corner of Twenty-fourth strect
anidl Elghth avenue, in which 847 different

children, of bolh sexes, all of whom
| were utterly destitute, rigeed, und hungry, wers
onted [or: and the <'Newzboys' Home," In which
about 7000 difierent boys, of whom about 2500
wore otphans, were provided with accommoda-
tionr, The avernge number of lodgers for each
night during the year was 135, of whom 105
were ableto pay the moderate charges, while
the others were winitted free, uot having the
meang fo pny. Duorine the year 707 of these
homeless wanderers wore fornished with com-
lortable situations—the greater number in tha
Western Stateg—1be whole number of emigrants
from the different matitutions under the care of
the Boclely reaching Y1004, an lncrense of 214 on
the previous year. Tue totil receipts for the
yearsmounted to $93,577; of this $02.408 were
expended—$11,688 on the “Newsboys' Home"
nlone,

Huch has been the 2ood work whiel s being
doue in New York, In this oty netempts have
bern made to eslablish a Newsboys' Howme, but
they huave falled through the apathy of onr
people, Various Homes for Little Wanderers
and Homeless Children are, indeed, in sucees :-
ful operation, but their operations searcely

been involyed in tolal darkuess, had tuey not
taken the hiberty of lighling every zas jot in the
lace, thereby enduugering the satety of the
Eullliln 7. On thig oceasion they were detected
Ip Lhe very act of awmusing themselves with
“poke,” bul baving reccived @ fair warniog,
were permitted to go their way in pence,

On the tollowing Bapday, however, they re-
peated the offense, anid when an officer elaimwed
admitiance inlo thelr retreat it was deniod,
The keys of the maln entravee were procared,
and, passing down into the eetlar Ly a back
way, the conservalor of the public pesce found
the tive grouped about a platform in the very
midet ol un exoiting game ol “*nose 'em,” He-
sistance was not to be thought of, nor would
escape for the present avail Lhem, ns they were
ull well known to the police wnd would be
pounced upon ns goou wé they ventured upon their
ounly resort—the sireet,  So the five were duly
marched up to the Central Station, and it being
then aboul @ o'clock la the evenlng, they were
surned iuto u cell below stairs, to awmit u hear-
ing on the following day.

As they were betog egcorted to thelr quarters,
two of them took ocossion to entrust the sum
toinl of their worldly means to the care of their
captor, expressing a fear that the others, who
happened to be withcut suy money nt the time,
might “‘go throveh them.” Io this way the
ofticer became the custodian of Ofty-nine ¢ents
in trust for one, and of sixty conts in trust for
she other. They were then turoed foto their
eell, bat their cheerfuluess did pot even then
forsake them. Inguiry was made of “*Mons™ as
to the cause of his arrest, to which he nnhbesi-
tatingly repUed that it was the “*Weanug ol the
Green,” adding that, if he was to be sent to
Moyamensiog be hoped to be lodged in o eell
wpon the third floor, where he would be sure of
recelving three meals a day., He bad been
within the gloomy prison walle Lefore, snd as-
serted that on the seoond floor but two meuls
per diem were served at that elevation,

They then commenced to while away the
bours of darkoness after & fashion pecallar to
sheir race, In loud and husky voices they
chanted the reframs of “Pat Malloy™ and "“Tne
Wearlng of the Green,” and not eontent with
thus maklog midnight hideous, engaged fu o
systemputic effort st making all the uprosr possi-
ble by shuflioe wod stamping sud dancing
about, as \f they had been put under a gpell by
the Evil One himeclf, This was too muach for
the officer In charge, and he eontered the cell,

Whoen ut \ast they were preparing 1o
siart lor thelir new quarters in the lo ver pare of
the city, the henrt of ench wis made glnd by th

friends with the proceeds of u peuny contriba-
tiom in their beball by the newsboys who were
moved to pity for thelr asisforiipes,

Treasury Cireunlar.

Wasminaron, Oct. 30.—The Beoretary of the
Treasury has lssued Lhe followiug regalations
for the booding of part: of warchousas or ele-
vators, under the prosvisions of the thirty-
scventh seclion of the act of July 18, 1864, en-
iitled, *“An Act further Lo prevent Smuggling
and for other purposes:” —

Firat, Bine or parls of warehouses or eleva-
tare in the possession of an lmporter, and in his
sole secnpuney, which he may denrs to place
under the Customs lock 1o sduwition to s own
teek, smid Lecks 1o be of o different characser,
for the purpise ot storing grain imported by
bimeelt, may be duly bonded and ser upart for
that purpose when it ghall appear to the satls.
faetion of the Secretary ol the Preasury, from
the report of the Warenouse Soperinsendent,
after s enreful exsminniion by kim had for such
purpose, that the bips or parts of the warshouse
or elevator, desired 1o be bonded, are securely
separsted from the rest of the bullding, that the
openings of ench bin or other portion are capa-
hﬁ of bmur properly secured with customs
locke, and also upsu the owaer Oling a bond
wilh geod and suilicient sureties, to he-npptoveli
by the Collector of the Port snd Secrelary of
the Treasury, in such anoont as may be Jeemed
progper, ;

Secovd, Bins or paris of warchouses or eleva-
tors iu the occupsney ol the persons desiring
to enenge in the busivess of storing dutiable
gravu nnder the 37th sectlion of the sct of July,
16866, aud ol performing the Jabor in such grain
fn wiat is usually terned the storage basiness,
may be bonded aud set apark for that purpose,
when it sball sppesr to the satiafaction of the
Secretary of the Treasary, from the report of
the warchouse superiniendent, after o cureful
examination by him, bad for such purpose, that

the bins or part of the warchouses or elovators
deshred to be bonded, are securely separated
from the rest of the bulding, thay opening

of each hin orother portion are capable of being
properly fasteued with costoms locks, and also
upop the proprietor or.occupant of the elevator
or wurehouse filimge a bond with the Collector,
with gool and sofficient secorities, to be ap-
proved by the Collector ol the Port, and the
Sceretary of the Treasury, In gogch sum as may
be deemed proper.

Third, In case bins or parts of warehouses
or elevarors, bonded se prescribed in the fore-
golug peraaraphs, moy be emptivd and may not
be required limmediately for the storsge of im-
porten grain, the owners or propriefors thereof
may, on obtainiog permi:sion from the collestor
of customs# for that purpose, store therein tom-
porarily domesiic or frie grain, with the express
understanding, however, that the sald blos or
other parts ot warehouses or elevators shall be
promptly emptied of svoh domestie wr free
graips o onse they shoald be required for the

storage of imported gralo.
